Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The instant invention recites an image forming apparatus comprising: 

an document setting plate for mounting an document copy; 

an exposure lamp which is always lit and stands by at a position where a light of the 
lighting is not irradiated at said document setting plate, and which is movably provided along 
said document setting plate from the standby position; 
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a reading section which moves said exposure lamp and optically reads an image of the 
document mounted on said document setting plate via said document setting plate; 

a print section which prints an image to be read by said reading section on an image 
forming medium; and 

a control panel to be illuminated at a lower surface side by the light of the exposure lamp 
when said exposure lamp exists at said standby position. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
